37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative advanced the arguments that the 
teachings of claim 1 may be distinguished from the teachings of the Fischer reference because, the Applicant's 
representative asserts, there is no encryption / decryption process going on in the key recovery information request- 
response routine between the server and depository in Fischer, and the depository does not resend the recovery 
information back to the server after decryption and reencryption with the public key of the server, as is taugh in claim 1 .
